The fire 
was caused from hot coal ashes which had 
been taken from the stove on Sunday by 
Oliver May, who occupied the adjoining 
room, and left standing in a wooden box on 
the floor, The hot ashes had burned the 
box and fired the floor. This tire demon- 
strated once more the usefulness of the 
chemical engine and it also showed that the 
steamer can be brought to bear with good 
effect if necessary.
